Named Premier 
OfLebanon 


Troops, Tanks H alt 


W arfare Between 


Christians, Moslems 


BEIRUT ^ Lebanon (AP) — For­ 
m er rebel leader Rashid Karami, 
a Nasser adm irer who leans to 
neutralism in foreign affairs, is 
Lebanon’s new premier. 
He heads an eight-man Cabinet 
intended to restore peace to a 
nation in which passions still run 
high. 
President Fuad Chehab named 
Karami, 37, to the premiership 
Wednesday 
night 
after 
using 
troops and tanks to halt an out 
burst of civil warfare 
between 
Christians and Moslems that left 
19 dead. 
Karami takes over the job va 
ca ted by Sami Solh, a pro-Western 
Moslem who was twice the target 
of assassins during the 4%-month 
revolt in this half Moslem, half 
Christian land against the admin­ 
istration 
of 
President 
Camille 
Chamoun. 
Now 
in Turkey 
Solh is now in Turkey. Chamoun 
has retired to his summer home 
at a Christian village near Beirut. 
Like Chehab, Karami wants the 
remaining 9,500 American troops 
based in Lebanon to get out. He 
has suggested Oct. 15 for the final 
withdrawal. 
The dark, slightly built Karami, 
a Moslem, told a news conference 
recently he favors federation of 
Lebanon with President Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic—“if all Leb­ 
anese agree.” 
Karam i smiled when asked his 
opinion of Nasser. 
“I consider him a superman,” 
be said. 
Karami was premier once be­ 
fore — from April to November 
1955. 
He led the rebellion in Tripoli, 
in north Lebanon, where he has 
a big following. Nevertheless, he 
is considered a moderate. 
Kept For Himself 
Within the Cabinet, Karami kept 
for himself the defense and inter­ 
ior ministries. This gives him con­ 
trol of 
Lebanon’s armed forces 
and policee. 
The 
other jobs went to 
three 
deputies 
who 
spearheaded 
the 
fight in Parliam ent against Cham­ 
oun and to four men considered 
neutrals. 
Wednesday’s 
bloodshed 
devel­ 
oped when Moslem crowds poured 
out of the Basta quarter to cele­ 
brate the inauguration of Chehab, 
a compromise candidate who is a 
Christian with 
a Moslem back 
ground in his family. 
The Phalangists, a Christian or 
ganization that backed Chamoun, 
fired on the crowds. The Moslems 
quickly mustered a fighting force 
and returned the fire. In addition 
to the dead, dozens were wounded.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The top­ 
level Pentagon estimate today is 
that Nationalist China is strong!

Conversely, the Pentagon be­ 
lieves there is no certainty that 
Nationalist aircraft could knock 
out Red guns on the China main­ 
land if they tried.

LEETONIA — Schools in the 
Leetonia Exempted Village School 
District will return to Eastern 
Standard Time beginning Monday, 
according to 
an announcement 
made by Dr. Paul H. Beaver, pre- 
sidet of the Board of Education. 
Dr. Beaver said that pursuant 
to a school survey conducted by 
the administration relative to ad­ 
herence to Daylight Saving Time 
during October and in deference 
to pleas of parents of children rid­ 
ing school buses, the board voted 
to change to Eastern Standard 
Time at a special meeting Wed­ 
nesday night. 
While this c h a n g e may cafise 
inconvenience in some cases, the 
board members feel that members, 
of the community do not want to 
jeopardize the safety of the school 
children, he said. 
Columbiana, Fairfield, New Wat­ 
erford and Beaver Local Schools 
have also adopted this policy, thus 
making classes begin an hour la­ 
ter.

The advancement of the Eastern 
Standard Time stems from two re­ 
cent school bus accidents caused 
by early morning fog in which one 
child lost his life and a number of 
others were injured.

Geologists Drill for 


Gas in Northern Ohio 


MEDINA, Ohio (AP) — A spin­ 
ning drill will bite into ^Medina 
County topsoil next 
Wednesday 
and whirl its way a mile and a 
half into the earth in a quest for 
natural gas. 
The probe, deepest thrust geolo­ 
gists have yet made in northern 
Ohio, will cost $175,00 and take 
four to six months of 24-hour-a- 
day drilling. It is part cf a natural 
gas industry program to find new 
reserves. 
Odds are heavily against finding 
a large supply of gas—only one in 
40 wells is profitable. However, 
the well has scientific import since 
it is m an’s first exploration below 
6,00 feet in this area. 
The well, a mile and a half 
southeast of Hinckley, was five 
years in the planning. When com­ 
pleted it will be exceeded in depth 
only by a 7,887-foot drilling at St. 
Clairsville 
in 
Belmont 
County, 
which was completed in 1940. 
The Hinckley well was financed 
by the East Ohio Gas Co. of Cleve­ 
land, the Ohio Fuel Gas Co. of Co­ 
lumbus, and the Wiser Oil Co. of 
Sisterville, W. Va.

Soviet'Farms' Are Gigantic Factories 


Third in Series

They call it a farm. But it isn t 
It is really a gigantic factory in 
which

More than 18,000 people 
work 
on a huge, 
32,000-acre factory- 
farm east of Stalingrad that I vis­ 
ited as a member of the U.S.- 
U.S.S.R. student exchange pro­ 
gram. 
Their big objective, the director 
said, is to have each Russian pro­ 
duce more than the average in­ 
dividual American farmer. 
“We have to look at the United 
States in this field and we have 
to take them on,” he said. “By 
means of peaceful competition, we 
want to achieve the level of Amer­ 
ican agricultural production and 
then overtake this level.” 
“But.” I asked, “what will you 
do with the surpluses after over 
taking th. U.S. farmer?” 
The director laughed. “Ask the 
minister of agriculture,” he re* 
plied. 


Workers live in five haphazard. 
little communities on the farm

mostly in four-room homes of 
wood or peeling stucco owned b> 
the government. About IO per cent 
live in state - owned apartment 
houses. 
Kaskalen is one of the comunl- 
ties—a listless town where a whit* 
stucco Palace of Culture for nigh* 
ly movies and dances is still un 
der construction.

An Aqua Volga, resembling a 
1955 Ford, rolled down the asphalt 
main street.

The state owns the 
farm and

permission to j 
raise a few cattle. 
Otherwise, they are the human 
tools who operate the state’s trac­ 
tors, combines and other machin-i 
ery for the benefit of the state. 
There are 3,500 unskilled work­ 
ers who cultivate the corn, har­ 
vest the grain, hoe the 3,000 acres 
of garden crops and plant the sug­ 
ar beets on this one farm. They 
also tend the dairy cows, goats, 
horses, pigs—and 300 camels.

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A Forthright Statement 


Gov . O’Neill has annou nced his stand on 
the right-to-work amendment. He is for it. 
He made his annou ncement in a forthright, 
cou rageou s manner few which he shou ld be 
applau ded by all people who ex pect their 
pu blic officials to stand u p and be cou nted. 
That makes the issu e clear-cu t between the 
gov ernor, who is seeking re-election, and his 
Nov . 4 opponent, Michael V. DiSalle, who 
has come ou t against the amendment. 
Gov . O’Neill made it clear that he believ es 
in the principle erf freedom of choice—an in­ 
div idu al’s right to join a u nion or not join 
a u nion, as he chooses. 


“I ABHOR the growing cancer of corru p­ 
tion that has been ex posed by the McClel* 
lan committee among certain labor u nions 
and bosses,0 the gov ernor said. “I believ e 
the honest laboring people, if they had the 
;chance, free from fear and threat of reprisal 
•by loss of their jobs, wou ld clean u p their 
u nions. . . . Freedom is ou r most preciou s 
American heritage. Freedom of choice is as 
priceless as freedom of speech and freedom 
'of the press. . . . I hope ev ery citizen of 
Ohio will inform himself and then v ote his 
conv iction withou t regard to pressu re from 
any sou rce.” 
Gov . O’Neill has made his position clear 
on a hot controv ersial topic. So has Mr. Di- 


Salle, ev en if somewhat less forcefu lly . Now 
it is time for the two gu bernatorial candi­ 
dates to settle down to the real issu e of the 
campaign: namely , who wou ld make the bet­ 
ter gov ernor? 


THE RIGHT-TO-WORK amendment actu al­ 
ly has no pertinence in the campaign for 
gov ernor, althou gh there is no dou bt it will 
be injected by proponents and opponents of 
the candidates in their effort t0 gain some 
political adv antage. 
If the amendment is approv ed by the peo­ 
ple, there is noting the nex t gov ernor can 
do bu t enforce it. If it is disapprov ed, there 
is nothing the nex t gov ernor can do bu t per­ 
mit u nion shop contracts to be consu mmated, 
as they are at present when they are nego­ 
tiated between employ ers and their employ es 
who are represented by u nions. 
Issu e No- 2 on the Ohio ballot Nov . 4 will 
be strictly for the people to decide. Let the 
gu bernatorial candidates settle down to a 
discu ssion of programs for highway constru c­ 
tion, improv ements in state institu tions, bal­ 
ancing of the bu dget, sou nd law enforce­ 
ment, good administration, continu ing a “cli­ 
mate” for Ohio that will go on attracting 
new enterprise and jobs to the state, and 
the many other fields in which a gov ernor 
CAN do something. 


Mr. Benson Loosens the Vise 


Ezra Taft Benson’s latest declaration of 
sy mpathy for “Ohio’s wheat rebels” is an 
eloqu ent reminder of the squ eeze in which he 
has been cau ght du ring his fiv e y ears as 
agricu ltu re secretary * 
Something is obv iou sly wrong when a cab­ 
inet member, who shou ld be able to deal with 
policies of his own creation, is forced to 
apologize to v ictims of policies which he de­ 
tests bu t which the law requ ires him to en- 
jforce. That is Mr. Benson’s cross. He has 
borne it ev er since he took office. 
He was faced in 1953 with giant — and 
rapidly increasing — crop su rplu ses that 
serv ed only to send the nation’s farm com­ 
mu nity into a slu mp at least as seriou s as 
fee recession which other parts of the econo­ 
my hav e recently ex perienced. 
His answer was a plan to retu rn the farm 
economy to something more consistent with 
the tradition of American free enterprise. The 
trou ble was he v iewed his program as a 
whole with all the parts related to and de­ 
pendent u pon each other. 
Then he ran into Congress and its biparti­ 
san farm bloc. Primarily concerned with ac­ 
qu iring v otes and therefore more interested 
in short-range rather than long-term effects 
of farm legislation, this grou p su cceeded in 
whitling and gnawing away at Mr. Benson’s 
proposals u ntil it was something hard to 
recognize them as ideas at all. Tru e some 
of his proposal. Congress accepted, bu t al­ 
way s on a piecemeal, hodge-podge basis, 
diev er in the pll-embracing framework in 
which they were conceiv ed. 
When some of the ideas fell short of ex ­ 
pectations. the people who had done all the 
whittling tu rned on Mr. Benson with bitter 
attacks, demanding his scalp “for the sake 
of the farmer.” Not one to giv e u p, howev er, 
the secretary fou ght on with the fu ll backing 
of his boss.

It now seems clear that the Com­ 
mu nists’ bombardment of Qu emoy , 
and their su bsequ ent threats of 
world war, hav e far more potitical 
than military significance. 
The 
whole incident has been timed with 
one thou ght in mind—the admis­ 
sion of Commu nist China to the 
United Nations. 


THE COMMUNISTS are u sing 
their u su al tactics of international 
blackmail to force the free world, 
and in particu lar the United States, 
into a corner with no way ou t ex ­ 
cept to giv e the Commu nists what 
they want. 
They are aided and abetted in 
these maneu v ers by some Ameri­ 
cans who, becau se of wishfu l think­ 
ing and moral lax ity , are prepared 
to giv e Commu nist China what it 
wants most of all—the prestige of 
a seat in the United Nations and 
official recognition by the United 
States. 
This pattern is not new. The

Finally , 
in Mu nich, the free nation of 
Czechoslov akia was tu rned ov er to 
Nazi slav ery and “peace in ou r 
time” was assu red. 
What a bitter price the world 
P’aid for thi appeasement! 
It is a sad spectacle 
to 
see 
many intelligent Americans u rging 
that the United States and the 
free world follow the same road 
to u ltimate disaster. 
The American people hav e spok- 
enapagu indnaagan-asn.iiTHTHT 
en u p again and again, as in­ 
div idu als and throu gh their Con­ 
gress, on the qu estion of the ad­ 
mission of Commu nist China to the 
United Nations, recognition of the 
Peiping regime by ou r gov ernment 
and their refu sal to condone any 
appeasement of the Mao Tse-tu ng 
regime, an av owed and activ e 
enemy of ou r nation and freedom 
throu ghou t the world.

More than 1,037 ,000 Americans 
signed a petition against the ad­ 
mission of Commu nist China to 
the United Nations circu lated by 
the Committee of One Million, on 
which I hav e serv ed as a steer­ 
ing committee member sinoe its 
inception. 
The 
committee, 
with 
strong bipartisan su pport, was or­ 
ganized to keep Commu nist China 
ou t of the U.N. 
Other millions of Americans hav e 
taken their stand against admis­ 
sion of Red China to the United 
Nations or its recognition by ou r 
gov ernment, throu gh official res- 
lu tins of all major national fra­ 
ternal, civ ic, v eterans, women’s 
and labor organizations. 
In 1956, bolh political parties in­ 
clu ded almost identical planks m 
their 
national 
platforms 
which 
firmly opposed the admission of 
Commu nist China to the United 
Nations and reiterated su pport for 
ou r ally , the Repu blic of China. 
These are bu t some ex amples of 
how the people of the United States 
hav e spoken on this historic issu e. 
It wou ld be u nwise for any in­ 
div idu al or nation to u nderestimate 
the tru e feelings of the American 
people. 
The same forces of appeasement 
that call for concessions to Red 
China also eagerly fav or “negotia­ 
tions” with the Commu nists. These 
same v oices were raised to (fh- 
mand “negotiations” with Hitler 
not too many y ears ago. 
It is well to ex amine the history 
of ou r negotiations with the Com­ 
mu nists. 


THE RECORD prov es that 40 
agreements were conclu ded as a 
resu lt of 19 top lev el conferences 
with the Commu nists du ring the 
past 15 y ears. Only three of these 
agreements were kept by the Com­ 
mu nists. 
Three AAmerican presidents wer 
to Teheran, Yalta, Potsdam and 
Genev a to meet with the Com­ 
mu nists. Six American secretaries 
of state, from Cordell Hu ll to John 
Foster Du lles, hav e met with the 
Commu nists. 
All these negotiations and confer-

ences hav e been u sed by the Com­ 
mu nists to their own adv antage 
and to disarm the free world. It 
is important ^hat we take the past 
into accou nt when we enter into 
any fu rther negotiations with the 
Commu nists. 
In 1941, when I serv ed as United 
States ambassador to Japan, nego­ 
tiations and conferences were go­ 
ing on in Washington between ou r 
State Department and representa­ 
tiv es of Japan. 
It was du ring these conferences, 
on Dec. 7 , 1941, that Japan bombed 
Pearl Harbor. 
The negotiations in Washington 
helped keep ou r gu ard down. This 
mu st not be permitted to happen 
again. 
Following the road of appease­ 
ment, we wou ld dishonor ou r na­ 
tion before the world and help 
destroy ou r natjoal nsecu rity . Fol­ 
lowing the other road, or adhering 
to the intelligent principle of stead­ 
fast su pport of ou r allies and re­ 
fu sal to bu ild u p ou r enemies, we 
wou ld strengthen ou r national se­ 
cu rity . 
By helping to strengthen freedom 
among ou r friends throu gh bu ild­ 
ing sou nd economies and political 
sy stems in Asia, we will demon­ 
strate the v alu e of a free society 
as opposed to slav ery u nder Com­ 
mu nism. 
We mu st take the positiv e road. 
, We dare not fall prey to Com­ 
mu nist blu ff and blu ster. To do so 
wou ld inv ite total disaster and, 
sooner or later, total war.

Ju dge Norman F. Arterbu m of 
the Su preme Cou rt of Indiana has 
come forward with a nov el solu ­ 
tion to the controv ersy that has 
arisen as a re­ 
su lt of recent 
decisions of the 
Su preme Cou rt 
of the United 
States. 
The Indiana 
ju rist, who has 
s e r v e d a 
term as chief 
ju stice 
u nder 
t h e rotating 
sy stem in Indi- D a na La wrene# 
ana, was responsible for the reso­ 
lu tion, presented a y ear ago at the 
Conference of State Chief Ju stices, 
which resu lted in a comprehensiv e 
report approv ed last month by 36 
of the State Chief Ju stices, criticiz­ 
ing decisions of the nation’s high­ 
est cou rt. He recommends now 
that there shou ld be a new cou rt 
set u p by Constitu tional Amend­ 
ment which wou ld be known as the 
“ cou rt of constitu tional definition.” 
In a letter to this correspondent, 
Ju dge Arterbu rn presents a plan 
which, if it had been in effect in 
1954, wou ld hav e prev ented the 
present dispu te on the legalities of 
the 
segregation-integration qu es­ 
tion from dev eloping at all. His let. 
ter makes no mention of this issu e 
bu t is confined solely to recent re­ 
v ersals of its own ru lings by the 
Su preme Cou rt of the United States 
in cases concerning fedreal-state 
relationships. 


“NOT ONLY lawy ers, bu t think­ 
ing lay men all ov er the nation.” 
writes Ju dge Arterbu rn, “are dis­ 
tu rbed by the tendency to regard 
the indiv idu al philosophy of 
the 
ju dges of the United States Su ­ 
preme Cou rt as the 'law of the 
land’ and a su bstitu te for stable 
and fix ed principles of constru c­ 
tion and interpretation of the Con­ 
stitu tion. 
“When long-established decisions 
and precedent are ov ertu rned, we 
lawy ers and ju dges find ou rselv es 
in an u ncharted sea with nothing 
to gu ide u s, su bject to the v agaries 
of a dislocated compass. 
“The framers of ou r Constitu tion 
did not conoeiv e of the organic 
stru ctu re of ou r gov ernment as a 
piece of pu tty that cou ld be mold­ 
ed and shaped as time6 changed 
u ntil it no longer resembled the 
original framework. 
“They felt the^ were bu ilding a 
stru ctu re of solid permanency with 
the 
opportu nity to remodel or 
make 
additions 
t h r o u gh the 
amending clau se only . 
“There has, howev er, dev eloped 
in this cou ntry a legal theory that 
the Constitu tion shou ld be stretch­ 
ed to meet any contingency resu lt­ 
ing from changes in economic and 
social progress. Those grou ps u se 
the catch-phrases and cliches of a 
“liv ing instru ment,’ 'growing with 
the times.’ 
“The framers of the Constitu tion 
wou ld hav e made prov isions for 
su ch ‘stretching’ if they had in­ 
tended the Constitu tion to be alter­ 
ed other than throu gh the amend­ 
ing clau se. 
“ THE UNITED STATES Consti­ 
tu tion does say the ‘Constitu tion 
and the laws of the United States 
which shall be made in pu rsu ance 


thereof; and all treaties shall be 
the su preme law of the land; and 
the ju dges in ev ery state shall be 
fou nd thereby . 
“ It does not sa* the decisions of 
the United States Su preme Cou rt 
on su ch qu estions shall be the su ­ 
preme law of the land. The ex er­ 
cise of su ch a power is one u su rp­ 
ed by the cou rt and, in effect, 
giv es to the ju diciary a v eto pow­ 
er ov er the acts and fu nctions of 
all other departments and agencies 
of the gov ernment. 
“Althou gh the right to be the 
final arbiter of what the Constitu ­ 
tion means, is withou t any ex press­ 
ed grant in the Constitu tion, it 
is, nev ertheless, a constitu tional 
principle now so firmly imbedded 
in ou r legal and political thinking 
that its permanency cannot at this 
time be seriou sly qu estioned, re­ 
gardless of its merits.” 
“I do not mean to intimate that 
I feel the principle shou ld be elim­ 
inated or is withou t merit. My 
comment is that it is time that we 
gav e consideration to the means 
and methods by which the perv er­ 
sion of this principle may be prop­ 
erly checked and held within rea­ 
sonable bou nds. 
“A decision of the S u pr e m e 
Cou rt which for the first time de­ 
fines and interprets the Constitu ­ 
tion becomes for all pu rposes a 
part of the Constitu tion as if writ­ 
ten therein. 
“ANY ATTEMPT to c h a n g e 
su ch a meaning by the United 
States Su preme Cou rt thereafter 
has the same effect as amending 
the Constitu tion althou gh not done 
in the method and manner pro­ 
v ided in the Constitu tion. 
“I contend that the United States 
Su preme Cou rt has u su rped a 
right to amend the Constitu tion by 
, 
changing its established interpre­ 
tation and this is done in v iolation 
of the constitu tional prov ision for 
amendnng the same set u p for the 
protection of the states and the cit­ 
izens thereof. 
“Something more than ‘v iewing 
with alarm’ is needed in this 
crisis since stable constitu tional 
gov ernment is imperilled.” 
Ju dge Arterbu rn feels that the 
membership of su ch a new cou rt 
shou ld consist of a ju dge or former 
ju dge of a United States cou rt, a 
member or former member of 
Congress, a gov ernor or former 
gov ernor of a state, a ju dge or 
former ju dge of the highest cou rt 
of appellate ju risdiction of a state 
and one person who, within 10 
y ears,- has not held any office in 
the federal or any state gov ern­ 
ment and who wou ld be chosen by 
a majority v ote of the other mem­ 
bers and be made chief ju stice of 
the cou rt. 
The 
assu mption 
is that this 
wou ld afford an opportu nity for a 
person of ou tstanding legal ability 
to be chosen. The procedu re wou ld 
be that, when a qu estion of inter­ 
pretation or meaning of the Con­ 
stitu tion arose, the “cou rt of con­ 
stitu tional definition” wou ld de­ 
termine the proper meaning and 
certify its opinion to the United 
States Su preme Cou rt, which wou ld 
th^n incorporate the opinion within 
its own ru ling and decide the case 
in accordance with the interpre­ 
tation giv en by the special cou rt.

Questions and Answers 


A g ood and important qu estion 
Hornes in from today ’s first inqu ir­ 
er- 
Q — Is it possible for a person 
who once had polio and recovered 
Completely to g et it ag ain? 
I A — It is. There are three prin­ 
cipal strains of the viru s cau sing 
polio. Infection with one of them 
will resu lt in immu nity to t h a t 
strain, bu t not to the other two. 
•This is one of the reasons why it 
is so terribly important fOr every ­ 
one u nder 40, whether or not he or 
6l*e has already had polio, to re­ 
ceive the vaccine which is aimed 
at produ cing resistance to all three 
viru s strains. 
Q — Is it still tru e that a preg ­ 
nant woman shou ld be carefu l not 
to paint or spend mu ch time in a 
recently painted room? 
; 
A — So far as I am aware, the 
pa;nt u sed today does not contain 
chemicals or fu mes which mig ht 
lead to a miscarriag e. However, a

Q — What is the cau se of heart­ 
bu rn? 
A •— This is probably du e to a 
small amou nt of reg u rg itation of 
stomach ju ices into the passag e­ 
way known as the esophag u s, lead­ 
ing from the mou th to the stom­ 
ach. The acidity of the stomach 
jtiices may irritate the lining of 
the esophag u s and cau se what is 
commonly called heartbu rn. 
Q — Au thorities on cancer assu re 
u s that it is not contag iou s. I have 
3e<n pu zzled by recent discoveries 
which indicate that some ty pes of 
cancer may be trig g erd by viru s. 
Can y ou ex plain this? 
A — It is qu ite clear that can­ 
cer is not contag iou s or catch­ 
ing . 
However, 
as 
pointed 
ou t, 
there is evidence that viru ses may 
be associated in some fashion with 
cancer, thou g h the matter is till 
u nder stu dy . 
If viru ses are involved in the 
produ ction of cancer, in all pro 
bability they are locked within the 
cells. There is mu ch still to be 
learned on this ex traordinarily in­ 
teresting su bject. 
Q — Please discu ss vascu l a r 
spasm. 
A — This is a vag u e su bject. 
Mrs. F. refers, I pnesu me, to 
temporary contractions of the 
blood vessels. This probably oc­ 
cu rs in ordinary fainting as the re­ 
su lt of spasm in the blood vessels 
of the brain. It can also occu r in 
almost any part of the body and 
is closely related to what is known 
as the sy mpathetic nervou s sy s­ 
tem, which is not u nder mental 
control. 
Its sig nificance for the g eneral 
health depends on 
many factors, 
inclu ding location, probable cau se 
(if it can be determined), foequ eh- 
cy of appearance and the like.
